Lrftiis was tlie lx*st jot-koy ruling over tiu* Aineri- 
«;iii trarks (luring tin* y(*ar 1919. Furtlieriiiorp, 
1.4iftus has boon the i»r(Mui(‘r rider of tliis country 
f(»r the past eight years. This conclusion is arrived 
at by means of the jockey iwrcentage table — the 
irue test of a rider’s ability. In 1912 I.«oftus’ iH*r- 
centnge of winning mounts was .24. in 1913 .2tJ. in 

1914 .27. in Ihl.'i .2.*i. in 191d .34. in 1917 .27. in 

1915 .30. while in 1919 he surpassed all liis previous 

;m hi«‘vements and .set the seal to his fame b.v fin- 

ishing the year with the splendid average of .37. 

In fact. 1919 was Loftus’ greatest year on the turf, 
as with but few exceptions all the richest turf 
prizes of the year fell to horses ridden by him. 
He rode Sir Barton in tlie Kentucky Derby and 
Pnaikness Stakes, Man o’ War in the Futurity, 
H<peful and other stakes. Ixiftus never had the 
distinction of heading the jockey list in matter of 
r.'ces won in any year of his brilliant career on 
the turf, the closest he came to that honor lieiug in 
1!‘12. when he finished fourth. In recent .rears his 
weight has prevented him from accepting as many 
mounts as his younger rivals, his riding lieing prin- 
cipally confined to the big metropoliiuu and Mary- 
iiMul trucks, with an occasional trip to Kentucky 
f >r some important stake feature. Another veteran 
rider to show up well on the i»ereentage table («f last 
.v< ar was W. Knapp. He had considerably fewer 
imnints than most of the other leading rid»*rs. his 
total for the year lieing eiglity -seven, of which he 
Mon twenty- five for the bigli and excellent aver- 
age of .29. Knapp, like l.^»ftus. was always in 
demand to ride in im|K»rtant stakes whenever he 
could make tlie weight. E. Taplin seemed destined 
to have a wonderful .season in the saddh‘. when sus- 
liuision brought to an end his riding activities, with 
the result that he only nide in tliirty-nine races, 
of wiiich he won thirteen for an average of .33. 
W. .1. O’Brien’s saddle engagements fulfilled nuni- 
iM'i^d eiglitv -eight, and as he was successful twen- 
ty-six times he finished the year with the third 
highest average, .30. Of the riders who were more 
c.vtensively engaged during the .vear Sande had the 
lust average, his eighty winners out of 34H mounts 
giving him an average of .23. t’onsidering the large 
number of mounts (’. Robinson hail iluring the 
y«ar. numl»ering N9<;, his average of .21 is indeed 
rt markable, as arc the records of L. Fator. L. 
F.itsi.r and t’. Kummer. Of the jockeys who roile 
u*n or more winners during 1919 the following had 
tim liest averages for the year; 



Although Midway won but three races out of thirteen attempts, they were of high value and sufficed 
to give him first i^lace in the list <»f thirty best money- winning five-.vear-olds of 1919. In the order of 
their winning they were the (’lark Handh'ap at ('hurchill Downs. Kentucky Handicap at the same track 
and the lAiuisville C^up, another ('hnrchill Downs triumph. But Midway was not the liest race horse in 
the five -y(*ar- old class. 'That honor belonged to Cudgel. This great horse was as gmid as ever he was 
when at his best, but he was not always in that condition, hence fell off in money won and finished third 
to Midwa.v and Naturalist. An illustration of what h«‘ could still do when feeling on g<HMl terms with 
liimself was afforded in the running of the Merchants and Citizen?^’ Handicap at Saratoga, when, taking up 
132 iKUinds, he ran its first mile in 1:37'--.-, and its distance of ;i mile and three-sixteenths in 1:.’)7-^,, de- 
feating Star Master. Exterminator. Sun Briar and Polka Dot with ease. The French gelding. Naturalist, 
is a horse of wonderful speed and weight carrying abilit.v, bnt is a horse of iiummIs which could not always 
b4‘ relied upon to do his l>est. Still he ran straight enough on occasions to earn second place in money 
won. (’ourtship. another French horse and a fast one at times, was fortunate enough to include the val- 
uable EiKpiirer Handicap at laitonia in his list of five races won and thereby led a much Indter race horse. 
Star Master, in total money won. Star Master, next to Sir Barton, was Star Shoot’s lH*st son in racing 
and a downright go<Ml one. although not altogether fortunate in that he was always coni]»eting with the 
Ix'st handicap horses of the year. Fair.v Wand, ex<*<*edingl.v fast, but cursed with a vile temiK*r; Pick- 
wick, (Jarry Herrmann’s liest son, and Wtaidtrap. a high-class selling plater, were the other winners of 
$10,090. Other excellent live-year-olds which won less were t’orn Tassel. Buford. Valor. Breez«‘, Trusty, 
Kilts II., Minto II, and Tom McTiiggart. Of these Trusty won more races than any other horse of the 
.vear. It speaks well for the lasting (piality of Ballot’s progeny that he had five representatives in the 
iist of thirty best money -winning five -year -olds, that list lieing as follows:

with the highest iierceiitage of winning mounts, but 
also won more moiie.v in slakes and purs«‘s than au> 
other jockey riding last year. It was not the first 
time that Loflus a«-complished the latter feat, as 
h • was the leader in that respect in 1913. when the 
li(.i>es he rode won 1.930. That sum h»oUs insig- 
nificant compared t<» the .$2ri2.707 won by the horses 
ridden by I»ftus last year. However. 1913 was one 
(*f the h>an years of the turf and 1919 <*ne the 
most pr(»sperou>. of the leadiii:; riders of last 
year then* w(‘n* twenty-five who won for their 
einphiyers over .s.'iO.lMMl. nine of them winning over 
$]IM1.<NI0. L. F.itor was second to Ixdtus in this 
rofMct with a total of S2l3,or»l, and C. Robinson, 
the leading rider of the year, third with $201. 2S2. 

The veteran j(»ckey W. Knapp is the only rider «*n 

this list with less th.iii ItNl mounts, but as the 
greater nuiniMr t>f his twenty -five victories were 
achi(*ved in stak(* races his total winnings amounted 
to $S2.171.

Sloan, Archer, Fordham, Woottons, Maher &nd Other 
Old-Timers and Present-Day Riders. 

It has l»een suggested tliat the Jocke.v ('liib, wliile 
d«*voting some attention to the dis<*over.v of m*w 
starling talent, should, in tin* present deartli of 
n*all.v good j«K*keys, consid«*r the udvisahilit.v of a 
return to the old st.vle of riding. Save for a few 
instances each year — and tlie same jockeys do most 
of the scoring season after season — tin* adoi»tion 
of tin* forward seat Inis not Ijeen tlie great success 
as was aiitiei]»ated when Sloan revolutionized tin* 
method that had b*en in vogue for so many dec- 
ades. and for the reason that ull bnt a few were 
sucii f«*eble imitators. 

Had there been a general successful attempt to 
find what Sloan discovered as to tfie correct posi- 
tion. giving the horse freedom of play with his 
hind action and not (*rumping his shoulder stroke, 
the litth* American’s judgment of pace was even 
as gr<*at a personal asset, which mun.v aspir^ to 
possess, hut pn*cions few have succeeded in gain- 
ing. His w'eakness, if that fine horseman could 
hs* said to have a w*eak point, w’as perhaps a lack 
of finishing strengtii, and so he was partial to wait- 
ing in front and giving his mount less to do than 
other connM*titors at the end of tlie rac«*, wliich 
iiKist matters. 

tiiven two Imrscs of etjual merit, each lieginning 
the last eighth on even terms, and jockeys of home 
extraction (*oiild b(*nt him by sheer superiority in 
IM(W(*r fnmi the saddle. Rut Kloau had a wonder- 
ful wai.v with him. and it was trainer John Hng- 
gins who once said that Sloan could win trials on 
ne.irl.v every liorse in tlie stable. That was a tes- 
timonial more flattering. iKThaps, thau covered 
the aitual circnnistances, lint the people wen* also 
ah!(‘ lo judge of the worth of Sloan when, in 
particular, riding moderate animals. 

Tin* forward seat, as attempted by many would - 
Im* jockeys, is neitin*!* eh*gant iii style nor effect ive 
in o|K*ration. Om* could forgive the ilifiiieiicy first 
mimed if tin* results in the other respect were more 
satisfactory. I liave failed to see, since its intro- 
duction. anything like the same hlgli average of 
riding talent as in the period prior to the Ameri- 
can invasion. At one time tliere W’«*re Danny 
Maher of c|ierish<*d m<*mory and Frank \V<Miiton. 
who. hy tin* way. has lM*en mentioned as likely for 
a time to ride (’lainl Halsey’s jmni>ei*s in France, 
and he achieved numerous steeplecliaslng siic<n*sses 
during the time he was in the Far East. 

Since wc li.-ivc had Doiioghne and Carslake at the 
lieud (»f the nMiin. although poor Freddy Rickahy 
would have pressed laitli had he lM*en spar«*d. and 
probably with youth on his side have eventually 
been on tin* top. Just . approncliing first- 

lass wlicn war duties claimed him. Doiioghne had 
an awfully rongli time last year with hot fav(»r- 
ites. ('racks in the jiigskin have tindergiuie tin* 
same experience. What has niude Donoghue’s mis- 
fortunes more a<*nte. of course, are the weird pru*«*s 
which a nyw' class of turf followers has accepted — 
prices out of all proi»ortioii to the winiiiiig cham*e. 
Still, while he lias not fallen off in ability, "Steve” 
ami lucky favorites have somehow not lioen well 
acquainted. 

-Maher sustained a flue wtiiniiig average, Cars- 
lake bids fair to succeed him In that res|»ect and 
no jockey (»f this or any other perlotl in my time 
has eariietl a greater measure of public confidence. 
When he first rode In thU country for the late 
"Bushranger’* Day be may have appeared to be 



Will Have Charje of The Beach Stable This Year — 
Retired from the Saddle Last August. 

LI]X1N(JT0N. K.V.. February 1. — Lloyd Goiitry. 
who lias lieen engaged to train the Beach Stable, 
was a ra<*e rider for s<*ven years until the first 
day of the last Saratoga meeting, whi*n he d(*ter- 
mim*d that it was t(s> much of :i task to reduce liis 
rajiidl.v increasing weight and <]uit tlie saddle. 

(J‘*iiiry is a native of (ireenville. Texas, and is 
twenty-four years old. He l>egaii with horses at 
the age of sixteen in the employ of J«din R.iiidolph 
and rode in the far wa^st until the season of 1914. 
when he came to Kentucky to ride for .leroiiie B. 
Resp**ss, who was liis cmidoyer until he shed his 
silks. 

During the last three years of his service E. R. 
Rradley had second call on him. While he was with 
Rcs|m*ss and A. L. Kirby, lie campaigned s<»me of 
the Resp«*ss horses, 

Deiitr.v save<l much of the moiie.v he earned as a 
rid(*r.

IT.WANW, riib.u. Febru.ury 1. — Dr. Rae. carrying 
the colors of Williams Bi*os.. accounted for the 
tl-ird niniiiiig of the Havana Handicap, the stake 
fe.*!tiire of an attractive Sunday program that 
hnnight out a trememhais crowd to Oriental Park 
this aft(*rnoon. The Armoiiia Stable’s Ixicka wanna, 
with ('armody up. found iiiost favor in tlie stake 
raci*. and ('armody’s followers naited hard for him 
t(» make it four straight, as lie had ridden tin* wiii- 
1 ers of the three previous r:ic«*s. Ii look(*d en- 
couraging when CariiuHly brought Ixickawaiiiia down 
through the stretch with a slight lead, hut the 
veteran Kederis on Dr. Rae outrode the y<»uiigster 
in a sensational finish and snatched victory in th<* 
last few striiles. No more exciting and thrilling 
finish has been seen at Oriental Park this year, 
and the big crowd was on its feet <*lieering wildly 
all through the last eighth of the terrific struggle.
